"T hat at all times representatives of 
employers and workers, organized or 
unorganized, should confer for the ad 
justm ent of differences or disputes be­ 
fore an acute state is reached, and thus 
avoid or minimize the 
numb r 
of 
strikes or lockouts. 
"That mutual agreem ents as to the 
conditions under which labor shall be 
performed should be encouraged, and 
th at when agreem ents are made the 
term s therefor should be faithfully ad­ 
hered to. both in letter and spirit, by

It is a generally accepted belief that 
on the date that we call C hristm as day . 
Christ was born. 
This is questioned 
bv some chroniclers, but th** doubt does 
little barm . says the Brooklyn eagle. J 
Every one is satisfied to take this date 
as tile nativity of Christ, and it mat- I 
tors little w hether it is historically cor- j 
re et or not; out? day in the year, it is 
believed by all good Christians, should 
be set aside for the celebration of the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth, aud the 
25th of December is as good a day as 
any on the calendar. 
It Is necessary to go back to the 
Roman era to find the first recorded 
j 
reference to a festival on the date ; 
known to us as Christm as day, so th at 
it need not be cause for surprise if i 
through all the past ages the record of 
the exact day on which C hrist w as 
born should have become lost. History 
tells us that the first feast to be cele­ 
brated on the 25th of December was 
established by Commodus. emperor of 
Rome, who flourished about 1S5 years 
after the birth of Christ. 
A fter that there are many references 
to tin* meetings of the new sect called 
the Christians, who gathered on this 
day to celebrate the birth of the God 
Man. It is not until a century after 
the time of Commodus that we find a 
particular reference to the persecution 
that the Christians underw ent at the 
hands of the pagan emperors having 
culm inated in a grand Christm as day 
massacre. 
Diocletian w as the Roman who de­ 
cided to celebrate the date by killing 
off a few Christians. He did so with 
a vengeance. The isost horrible deed 
perpetrated during the festival was on 
Christm as day, when the assembled 
Christians, gathered in their place of 
meeting, were set upon aud slaugbter- 
! ed, while the Romans looked on iu 
(great glee at the sight of antipagan 
people being put to death for their re­ 
ligion’s sake. 
W hen Rome was no longer a pagan 
state, the feast began to be celebrated 
in the C hristian style, although s o m e 
of tile songs th at were sung and some

days did so In widely separated coun­ 
tries, sometimes a t widely separated 
periods of tim e and according to no 
set programme. It w as every com­ 
m unity for Itself, and no one to criti­ 
cise the others for not being careful 
about the date. 
As a m atter of fact, the ancient cele­ 
bration of C hrist’s nativity was left 
entirely to the discretion of the differ­ 
ent bodies, aud as every community 
had divergent interests the time was 
arranged to suit the exigencies of the 
case. If Christm as day happened to 
come upon a time when there was too 
much work to be done to perm it of a 
holiday, then it would be postponed 
until a more suitable season. Owing 
to this indifference to precedents the 
exact date when the birth of Christ 
ought to be kept was hopelessly lost. 
On only cue thing were all the an­ 
cients agreed—namely, th at the festival 
iu commemoration of the birth of 
Christ ought to be the most magnifi­ 
cent of the year. In some cases it wa* 
kept up for days and the meaning of 
the festival was forgotten long before 
the revelers returned to their homes 
again. 
It is interesting to observe th at the 
custom of giving presents a t C hrist­ 
mas time, which has survived to this 
day, w as begun in the first days of the 
Christm as feast. 
So was the custom 
th a t is known as carol singing. 
Th*' 
songs of today are based on the event 
th at makes C hristm as day a time of 
rejoicing, but at .that tim e they were 
not overparticular as to the subject 
chosen by the singers. In fact it would 
bo difficult to find in some of. them an 


excuse for the singing of such ditties at 
a religious festival, 
It Is a striking feature of this C hrist­ 
mas celebration th at from its earliest 
recorded history there is no sentim ent 
in connection w ith it but those of kind­ 
liness 
and 
good 
feeling. 
However 
much the old style of 
celebrating 
Ck istnias m ight be objectionable to 
the tw entieth century critic of orthodox 
tendencies who frowns a t the frivolity 
of some of the customs, it w as alw ays 
a tim e for the better side of hum an 
nature to be exhibited and for people 
to take gifts to each other in a spirit of 
peace and good will. This kindly spirit 
has been m aintained until all over the 
world today it is seen in the m erry­ 
making, the happiness conveyed by the 
glorious institution of Santa Claus, the 
steam ing hot dinners presented to the 
poor, the frolic and the fuum aking in 
alm ost every home, and the gathering 
together for the yearly reunion of those 
whom circum stances separate for the 
greater part of the year. May the sea­ 
son never cease to be famous for its 
power to bring out the better attributes 
of men and women, as it did of old!

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It is a generally accepted belief that 
on Hie date thai we call C hristm as day 
Christ w as born. 
This is questioned 
by some chroniclers, but the doubt docs 
little harm , says the Brooklyn Bagle. 
Every one is satisfied to take this date 
as the nativity of Christ, and it m at­ 
ters little w hether it is historically cor­ 
rect or not; one day iu the year, it is 
believed by all good Christians, should 
be set aside for the celebration of the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth, ami the 
25th of December is as good a day as 
any on the calendar. 
It is necessary to go back to the 
Roman era to find the first recorded 
reference to a 
festival on the date 
known to us as C hristm as day. so that 
It need not lie cause for surprise lf 
through all the past ages the record of 
the exact day on which C hrist was 
; born should have become lost. History 
I tells us that the first feast to be cele­ 
brated on the 25th of December was 
' established by Couimodus. emperor of 
R oue, who flourished about 1N5 years 
after the birth of Christ. 
A fter that there are many references 
to the meetings of the new sect called 
the Christians, who gathered on this 
day to celebrate the birth of the God 
Man. It Is not until a century after 
the time of Commodus that we find a 
particular reference to the persecution 
that the Christians underw ent at the 
hands of the pagan emperors haviug 
culm inated in a grand Christm as day 
massacre. 
Diocletian wa* the Roman who de­ 
cided to celebrate the date by killing 
off a few Christians. He did so with 
a vengeance. The most horrible deed 
perpetrated during the festival was on 
Christ mas day. when the assembled 
C hristians, gathered In their place of 
nu * ting, were set upon and slaughter- 
! ed, while the Romans looked on in 
great glee at the sight of antipagan 
jample boing put to death for their re­ 
ligion’s sake. 
W hen Rome was no longer a pagan 
state, the feast began to be celebrated 
in the Christian style, although some 
of Hie s n u g that were sung and some 
OI the rites of the festival would git al­ 
ly c.o k th * strictly orthodox church- j 
goer of the present day. At that time , 
there were ne excursion train41 to carry 
those who wished to tube part in a 
public celebration from point to point, i 
and th*- electric telegraph had not hem I 
thought of. Consequently those who 
celebrated the birth of C hrist In early |

days did so in widely separated coun­ 
tries. sometimes at widely separated 
periods of time and according to no 
set programme. It was every com 
muulty for Itself, and no one to criti­ 
cise the others for uot being careful 
about the date. 
As a m atter of fact, the ancient cele­ 
bration of C hrist’s nativity was left 
entirely to the discretion of the differ­ 
ent bodies, aud as every community 
bud divergent interests the time was 
arranged to suit the exigencies of the 
case. If Christm as day happened to 
come upon a time when there was too 
much work to be done to perm it of a 
holiday, then it would be postponed 
until a more suitable season. Owing 
to this Indifference to precedents the 
exact date when the birth of C hrist 
ought to he kept was hopelessly lost. 
On only one thing were all the a n ­ 
cients agreed -namely, that the festival 
in commemoration of the birth of 
C hrist ought to be the most magnifi­ 
cent of the year. 
In some cases it was 
kept up for day* aud the meaning of 
the festival was forgotten lung before 
the revelers returned to their homes 
again. 
It is interesting to observs th at the 
custom of giving presents at C hrist­ 
mas Hum, which has survived to this 
day, w as begun iu the first days of the 
Christm as feast. 
No was the custom 
th at is known as carol singing. 
The 
songs of today are lamed on the event 
th at makes Christm as day a time of 
rejoicing, but ut that tim e they were 
uot overparticular us to the subject 
chosen by the siugers. In fact it would 
bu difficult to find In some of them un 


excuse for the singing of such ditties at 
a religious festival. 
It is a striking feature of this Christ­ 
mas celebration that from Its earliest 
recorded history there I* no sentiment 
in connection with it but those of kind­ 
liness and 
good 
feeling. 
However 
ti Bch the old style of 
celebrating 
d t istmas might be objectionable to 
the tw-entietb century critic of orthodox 
tendencies who frowns at the frivolity 
of some of the customs, it was always | 
a time for the better side of human 
nature to be exhibited and for people 
to take gifts to each other In a spirit of 
peace and good will. This kindly spirit 
has been m aintained until nil over the 
world today it I* seen Iu the merry­ 
making. Ike happiness conveyed by the 
glorious Institution of Santa ( la us, Hie 
steam ing bot dinners presented to the 
poor, the frolic and the funuiaking in 
alm ost every home, and the gathering 
together for th*- yearly reunion of those 
whom circum stance* separate for the 
greater part of tie- year. 
May the sea­ 
son never cease to be famous for its 
power to briug out the bettor attributes 
of meu uml women, ns it did of old!

ROAST TU R KEY. 


R o w to S e le c t a n d P r e p a r e t h e B ir d 
F o r th e T a b le . 
Select a nice young turkey of ten 
pounds in weight, singe, draw aud 
wash it quickly in cold water, then 
wipe it dry with a towel. 
Season the 
bird inside as well as outside with one 
teaspoonful of salt in all. 
Soak one- 
half pound of bread two days ole1 'u 
cold water till soft, inclose it in a nap­ 
kin and press out all the water. 
Pl® *e 
a saucepan with one tablespoonful of 
lettuce and two tablespoonfuls of Gue 
chopped onions over the fire, stir and 
cook five minutes without browning. 
Then add the bread, stir and cook five 
minutes. 
Remove, and when cold mix 
It with one pound of sausage meat, 
season with one even teaspoonful salt, 
one-half teaspoonful thyme aud one- 
quarter teaspoonful pepper. 
Fill the 
crop and body with this forcemeat, sew 
It vip and truss nicely. Cover the breast 
aud thighs with thin slices of larding 
pork, tie it firmly with a cord, lay the 
turkey in a roasting pan, pour over 
two ounces of melted butter and place 
the pan in a medium hot oven to roast. 
Baste freely with its own gravy till the 
bird is light brown on all sides, then 
add a little water 
Continue to roast, 
basting frequently till dune. 
A turkey 
of teu pounds will take two and one- 
half hours cooking. 
Place the giblets 
in a saucepan covered with cold water 
over the tire, add one teaspoonful of 


salt, ana wtien it nous ado a small 
onion. 
Cook till done. 
Shortly before 
serving lay the turkey on a hot dish, 
remove the skewers aud strings, free 
tile gravy from all fat, mix one table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch with one-half 
cupful of cold water, add to it the 
gravy, stir and cook a few minutes, 
then add sufficient giblet broth to make 
one pint of sauce. 
Cook five minutes, 
strain through a sieve, rub the liver 
line with a spoon, add to the gravy and 
serve.

Fur the Table. 
Select a nice young turkey of ten 
pounds In weight, singe, draw and 
J wash it quickly In cold water, then 
wipe It dry with a towel. 
Season the 
bird Inside as well as outside with one 
teaspoonful of salt in all. 
Soak one- 
half pouud of bread two days old h« 
cold water till soft. Inclose It in a nap­ 
kin and press out all the water. Pl: e 
a saucepan with one tablespoonful of 
lettuce and two tablesiiooufuls of Due 
chopped onious over the fire, stir and 
cook five minutes without browuiug. 
Then add the bread, stir aud cook five 
minutes. Remove, and wbeu cold mix 
It with one pouud of sausage meat, 
season with one even teaspoonful salt, 
one-half teaspoonful thyme aud one- 
quarter teaspoonful pepper. 
Fill the 
crop and lusty with this forcemeat, sow 
It up and truss nicely. Cover the breast 
aud thighs with thin slices of larding 
pork. tie It firmly with a cord, lay the 
turkey In a rousting pan, pour over 
two ounces of melted butter and place

Pittsburg, Dec. 19.—By the explosion 
of gas in the Soho furnace of Jones &

or less injured. 
Damage to the plant 
will am ount to $20,000. 
The explosion occurred in one of the 
big blast furnaces. 
The men were at 
work at the top of the furnace over 
120 feet from the ground; 
they were 
employed a t fillers and were just g e t-1 
ting ready to quit work, being members j 
of the night crew, when the gas, which 
accum ulated in the furnace, exploded,; 
and tons of m olten m etal, cinders and 
slack were throw n over the unfortu- { 
nato men on top of 
the 
structure. 
W hen the gas let go, a panic ensued 
on the sm all platform about the top. 
The men made a rush for the elevator, 
but it had gone down and there was 
no escape. 
To jum p m eant death, and 
to rem ain on the platform just as cer­ 
tain doom. Tons of molten m etal and 
flames fell upon them and burned IO j 
men to death. Their bodies dropped to ; 
the roof of the mill, 85 feet below, ev­ 
ery bone broken and an unrecognizable 
m ass of hum an flesh.

m en t th a t 9 were killed and 5 injured.

Three Railroad* Are Tied up by 
Snow in W yoming. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., Dec. 19.—The Un­ 
ion Pacific, Colorado 
and 
Southern, 
North and Burlington E ast are practi­ 
cally at a standstill as a result of the 
recent storm in W yoming and N ebras­ 
ka. 
All trains on the Union Pacific 
are compelled to spend hours in

snow drifts, waiting for the snow plows

man was found. Downs then gave the 
alarm in the village. Searching parties 
were organized. 
Andrew McCabe, tel­ 
ler in a Brooklyn bank, and brother of 
the m issing man, was notified. Andrew 
McCabe went over the road last travel­ 
led by his brother. 
When 
near the 
top of Middle Mount he saw a small 
hole in the earth. It was not 18 inches 
across. 
W here the hole led to no one 
knew as the m ountain was honeycomb­ 
ed with w orkings of the old W harton 
mine. 
McCabe was let down for 200 
feet. 
He saw a hand sticking out of 
the dirt not far away. He dug the dirt 
away and soon had disclosed his broth­ 
er’s face. 
From the po/ition of the 
body and the character of the hole it 
is evident th at the dead man stepped 
on a crust of thin earth which gave 
way w ith him.
